•nok men exeites the young and ardent 
mind to the improvement of its highest and 
most valunble faouUles and gives sooiety 
oonfidenoe in human resources and pro- 
gress. Noble examples lire three are the 
ordered instruiuentalities by which the 
oharacter of tbe world is improved. Tbe 
career of no man affords a more appropri- 
ate and beautiful illustration of tba fos- 
tering tendenoy of our democratic institu- 
tions, than is to be found in the life and 
character of him whose memory we have 
this evening met to honor. ••He has solved, 
in his own history, ths problem of eelf-gov- 
arnmenl.” 

For several years, the great principles of 
popular sovereignly, applied to tbe ter- 
ritories, in oonueoiion with the repeal of 
what was oalled the Missouri oompromise, 
engrossed the earnest and faithful atten. 
tion of Benator Douglas. His labors in 
maintaining and expounding these prin- 
olples may be regarded as among the 
marked events of his laborious life; and 
Time, the great arbiter, has already set- 
tled these prinoiplee upon an enduring 
basis, which will perpetuate tbe memory of 
the wisdom and patriotism of their emi- 
nent expoudder. 

The public mind is most wisely undergo- 
ing a great change upon these subjects, it is 
now manifest that the removal of the re- 
striction was absolutely neoessaryfor the 
free exercise of Territorial legislation on 
subjeotsof domsstic policy, inomding Afri- 
can Slavery. Men are now fuUy oompre- 
hending and realixlng the truths proolaim- 
ed by Judge Douglas in his unanswerable 
and prophetic speech of March 3, 1864. 
Subsequent events have tended to demon- 
strate that the compromise measures of 
1869, in their just interpretation, repealed 
in spirit and substanoe the Missouri oom^ 
promise line. The almost unanimous vote 
of the South for the extension ef this line, 
in 1848 and 1860, to the Pacific, with the 
violent opposition it met in the North, 
bringing about its defeat in oonnection 
with the misrepresentation and violence 
with which these subjects were discussed, 
produced a oondltion of popular feeling 
which oulrainatod in the eleoiion of 1800— 
bringing into the national Congress a large 
majority of Northern seotional men. Vet 
the prompt praotioal application even by 
this Congress uf the doctrines whioh Mr. 
Douglas proclaimed, warrants us in saying 
tkat he lived to see the great prinoiples 
whioh he had so long adveoated finally 
adopted by kis oountry. His speooh of 
1854 was prophetio — proving the truth of 
the sentiment — ••Great men are, in a oer- 
tain sense, propkete. They precede their 
age to iliuninate their path. ” 

ft wae my fortune to enter upon terms 
of personal aeqaaintance with Btephen A 
Douglas at tke oommeneement of tka firet 
session of tke 28th Congress, and to enjoy 
kis friendship from that time until his 
death. Well do I remember his first efiort 
in the House ef Ilepresentalives, on the 
subject of refuuding to General Jaoksen the 
fine assessed against him, by Judge Hall at 
New Orleans. The venerable man, John 
Quinoy Adams, sat in his seat, his looks and 
motions always indioaiivs of the events of 
the passing hoar. In tbe midst of the 
address, the old man eloquently was seen 
to raise his eyes with steady and fixed 
attention— watching every action, and 
listening te every word of the young 
western orator, and exclaiming, as Mr.

The high rates now enrrent are 
limiting the demand for the home trade, 
and, if that is the case in a wealthy country 
like this, it is argued it is still more likely 
to be the case in foreign markets, where 
freights, daties and other charges have to 
be added to the cost. The home trade is 
said to be depressed to an extent not known 
for a long time past, while in India tbe 
snppUee are reported to be nearly eqoal to 
a year’s oonenmption. The market not only 
oloees doll to- day, bnt it is found that with 
the higher prioee fer ootton and yarn thare 
is bnt little disposition on tbe part of mer- 
obante to follow the rise by giving priees 
that will at all cover the inoroMed eoet of 
eloth to the maker.
